I have the honour to submit the Annual Administration Report of Ajmer- 
Merwara for tbe year 1906-1907, compiled by tbe Commissioner, Major C. H. 
Pritchard, I. A. 

2. As regards paragraphs 127 and 128 of the Report, while agreeing with 
tbe Commissioner that the minor improvements which he alludes to should not 
be indefinitely postponed, I am of opinion that the Municipal authorities will 
be well-advised to husband their limited resources until their requirements in 
tbe matter of loans for the larger schemes of water-supply and sanitation are 
more clearly defined. Out of the balance to credit of the Municipality (para- 
graph 100), neatly one lakh is likely to be spent during the current year on 
preliminary investigation with regard to the water-supply scheme. As this 
penditure is certain to continue during 1908-1909, the balance will then bo 
reduced very low, and it is desirable if possible that the Municipality should 
complete their preliminary investigations and formulate their requirements in 
the way of loans before they begin to borrow.

32,419 under the remain- 
ing heads. There was therefore a net increase of Es. 1,63,717 in Imperial 
revenues.

The estates are managed by tbe General Manager o£ the Courts of 
Wards, Ajmer, under tbe control of the Commissioner, who represents the 
Court of Wards. 

8. The year (Sambat 1963) "was a normal one. The total rainfall was Agrioultaral 
about the average and, being timely and opportune, both harvests wore fairly fispeot. 
good. All relief works connected with the scarcity of the previous year were 

stopped in the month of September 1906. 

9. At the beginning of the year there were 12 estates under management. Estate under 
The estate of Oliawandia was released from management during the year, management. 
The estate of Goela was placed under the management of the Court of 

Wards owing to the succession of minor Thakur Ranjit Singh to the estate \ 
of his deceased father Magan Singh, who died on the 9th February 1906. 

The number of estates under management at the close of the year was thus 12, 
vis,, Bhinai, Masuda, Junia, Deolia Khurd, Kalahera Bogla, Kerote, Gang- 
wana, Sarana, Karel, Basundni, Richmalian and Goela. 

10. The balance at the credit of the Court of Wards at the opening of 
the year was Rs. 29,725 in cash and Rs. 92,100 in Government securities. 

11. The income of the estates under management during the year amount- Financial, 
ed to Rs. 3,65,166. The total receipt", including the cash balance, were

dues. harvest of Sambat 1963 (A. D. 1906-1907) were paid by all estates in full 

together with the arrears of the Jama due for Kharif harvest of Sambat 1962 
(A. D. 1906-1906) which was postponed for payment during the year under 
report. The arrears of Jama now due to Government by the Wards estates is 
Bs. 12,678, viz., Bhinai Bs. 4,300, Junia Bs. 3,489, Deolia Khurd, Bs. 637, 
Kalahera Bogla Bs, 637, Kerote Bs.-" 1,013, Bichmalian Bs. 49, Goela 
Bs. 2,226 and Karel Bel. 

19. Besides Bhinai estate, in which Bs. 12,000 on account of Taccavi were 
borrowed from Government during the year for improvement of tanks which 
had breached in July 1906, the estates of Bichmalian and Goela which lately 
came under management also owed Tacoavi to Government. 

20. During the year only one instalment of Bs. 37 was paid by Bich- 
malian. The first instalment of the Taccavi loan due by the Bhinai estate falls 
due in the year 1S07-1908, while the Taccavi due by the Goela estate is a sum ^ 
long overdue. It could not be paid during the year. The total Tacoavi debt 
due by the estates at the close of the year under report was as below : —

27. Mr. Dhanjishah Dinshah Mehta held charge of the office of General 
General Manager, Court of Wards, up to 16th February 1907. He was sue- remarks, 
ceeded by Munshi Mithan Lai, who, on the transfer as Kamdar of the Banswara 
State, was, on the 23rd July 1907, relieved of the duties of General Manager by 

Mr. Pnrshotam Mehta, Manager of the Bhinai estate, up to the close of the 
year under report. 

28. Thakur Ranjit Singh of Goela was admitted into the Mayo College, 

Ajmer, on 1st July 1907, and Thakur Kesri Singh of Junia completed Ms 
course and quitted the College from 1st May 1907. The Wards reading at the 
Mayo College now are Raja Sardul Singh of Bhinai, Thakur Bijai Singh of 
Masuda, Thakur IJdai Singh of Kerote, Thakur Jagmal Singh of Sarana, 

Tliakur Nathu Singh of Kalahera Bogla, Thakur Ranjit Singh of Goela and 
Nahar Singh, younger brother of Thaktu* Kesri Singh of Junia. 

The Tliakurs of Deolia Khurd and Basundni, and tno younger brothers 
of the Thakur of Sarana, continued their studies at the Ajmer Government 
College. 

29. The health of all the Wards was good and the reports in respect to 
their progress at College were satisfactory. 

30. The garnet contractor, Soth Gopichand Hhor of Jaipur, continued to 
work the garnet mines iu the estates of Jetpura — Jcd.ma and Bhinai. The 
net profits on Uie working of the mines in the two estates amounted to Rs. 390, 
on which Rs. 25 on account of royalty, calculated at the rate of one auna in 
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tlie rupee, were paid to Government. Rupees 156, being the share of _ the 
Tbakur of Jetpura, ivere paid on his behalf to the Alliance Bank of Simla 
towards the liquidation of the Jetpura estate debt. 

II. — Estates managed under the Ajmer Taluqdar’s Beliee (Dami) 

Regtieation, IV OP 1872. 

31. Of the two Dami defaulters’ estates of Dodiana and Morajhari, the 
estate of Dodijna was restored to the Jagirdar, Mir Yakub Ali, on the liquida- 
tion of the balance of the Dami debt, amounting to Es. 280. 

32. Inclusive of the opening balance, the income of the Morajhari estate 
amounted to Es. 651 and the exj.enditure to Bs. 466, leaving a cash balance of 
ErS. 185. 

33. The Dami instalments, amounting to Bs. 300, which fell due during 
the vear were paid in full ; the balance of Dami still due by the estate amounts 
to Ks. 722. 

in. — Estate op the Diwan op the Dtjegah Khwaja Sahib. 

34i. The income of the estate for the year under review amounted to 
Bs. 9,172 as against Es. 4,046 during the year 1906-1906. The increase was 
due to the good outturn of both the harvests and also to the recovery of the 
arrears of land revenue. 'It is satisfactory to note that the income of the 
Diwan’s estate during 1906-1907 was higher than that of any previous years 
since the management of the estate was made over to him (1903). 

^ 36. The expenditure during the year 1906-1907 was Es. 11,652 as 
against Es. 7,286 in 1905-1906, or Bs. 4,266 in excess of the previous year,' 
The Diwan explains that the increase in expenditure was due to abnormal 
charges connected witti the funeral ceremonies of his mother and also to the 
payment of a maintenance allowance, which was in arrears for the last three 
years. The increase in expenditure is unsatisfactory, as it would appear to be 
chiefly due to an increase to the Diwan’s own personal expenditure and an 
increase in allowances to his relatives over and above that which was paid 
when the estate was under Government management. 

36. An inquiry is being made as to the debts which the Diwan now owes 
and as to the real financial position of the estate.

Police cognisable cases, all classes, including UNDEXEcrED and 

EXCLUDED CASES. 

43. The total number of cognizable cases reported to tho Police under all 
classes was 3,030 as compared with 3,819 in 1905, Including 61 cases pending 
from the preceding years, and excluding 170 cases in which investigation was 
2313 F, D. 
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refused, tlie total number of offences dealt with by tbe Police during the year 
was 2,927. 01 this, 1,801 ended in conviction, giving a percentage of 61-62. 

Class I. — Offences against the State, pnllio trangiiility, safety andjiistiee. 

44. There were 16 cases under this class as compared with 15 in 1905. 
The decrease of one case occurred under head “ Offences relating to coin.” 

45. The total number of offences relating to coin and_ stamps during the 
venr was H. Of these, eight were convicted, two acquitted and one was not 
detected. Twelve persons were arrested during the year, of which nine were 
convicted and three were acquitted or discharged. 

Class II, — Serious offences against the person. 

46. Under this class there were 100 cases reported during the year: as 
comnared with 117 in 1905. The decrease was mostly under the heads 
“Murder,” “ Criminal force ” and “ Hurt.” 

47. Out of ten cases of rhurder, attempts to murder and culpable homicide, 
three cases were expunged, four convicted, two undetected and one was acquit- 
ted. During the year eight persons were arrested by the Police, of which four 
were convicted and four acquitted. 

Glass III. — Sei'ioiis offences against the person and property or against 

property only. 

48. Under this class 538 cases were reported to the Police against 514 in 
1905. Ti e increase was chieOy under the heads of “ Dabaiti,” “ Robbery ” and 
“Lurking house trespass or house-breaking.” There were seven oases of 
dakaiti, of which one was e.xpunged, two were convicted and four remained 
undetected. 

49 Of 29 cases of robbery, five cases were expunged, five convicted, two 
acquitted or discharged and seventeen cases remained undetected. In the 
undetected cases criminals from across the border were concerned. 

Class IF. — Minor offences against the person. 

50. Under this class there were five cases as compared with four in 1906. 
The increase of one case was under the head of “ Wrongful confinement.” 

Class V. — Minor ofences against property. 

61. There were 1,128 cases reported to the Police .under this class as 
compared with 996 in 1905. The increase was chiefly under the heads of 
“ Theft ” and “ Receiving stolen property.” 

52. Tbe number of cattle-thefts amounted to 153. Of these cases, eight 
were not investigated, 22 expunged and two were declared by the court to be 
non-cognizable. Of the remaining 121 cases; 36 were convicted, nine acquitted 
or discharged and 76 cases remained xmdetected. 

Class VI. — Other offences not specified above. 

53. There were 1,249 cases reported to the Police under this class as 
compared with 2,173 in 1906. The decrease was principally under the head of 
" Police nuisances.” This class includes cases under the Sanitary Laws. The 
number of sanitary cases taken up by the Police was 1,230 as compared with 
2,127 in 1905, With regard to this decrease Mr. Bramley observes^ 

“ As there was no falling off in activity on the part of the Municipal Police in the 
entorcoment of S.auitary Laws, it would appear that eases under this head are heine mo'-e 
eCTcetivoly ehcckcd, and it is to Jbe hoped that the decrease will continue.” ^ 

64. The incidence of crime (sanitary and false cases excluded) per 10 000 
of population was as follows : — ^ r >

Merwaia— 29-96 against 30-14 in 1905. 
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65. The number of cases investigated amounted to 1,4:97 as compared with 
I,4l4inl905. Of thes!‘, 643 were prosecuted to conviction. Tlie percentage 
of conviction to cases enquired into was 41 ‘44 in Ajmer and 49'31 in Merwara 
as against 37'01 and 36’83, respectively, in 1906. This improvement in the per- 
centage of convictions is satisfactory. 

66. The number of persons arrested during the year was 2,6S3 as compared 
with 3,442 in 1905. Of those arrested, 17 persons were released under section 
169 of the Criminal Procedure Code, and of the remaining tried by the Courts, 
2,229 w^ere convicted and 280 acquitted or discharged. 

Direct cogkizable crime cases. 

67. During the year under report the total number of Magistrates’ irue 
cases amounted to 198 as compared with 248 in 1905. Of these, 54 resulted in 
conviction, giving a percentage of 27 ‘27. 

J?ersons. \ 

68. The number of persons concerned in the above direct cases was 498 as 
against 234 in 1906. Out of the persons implicated, 130 persons were convicted, 
showing a percentage of 26*14. 

Non-cognizabee crime. 

(a) .Oases. 

69. During the year 1906 the total number of non-cognizable cases for 
disposal was 2,893, including 37 pending from the previous year. Of this 
number, 1,630 ended in conviction, giving a percentage of 66*44. 


(p) Fersons. 


60. In connection with the above non-cognizable cases, 3,913 persons 
appeared before the Courts, including 96 persons from the last year. Of these, 

1,857 persons were convicted. 

61. The total value of property alleged to have been stolen in Police cog- pronortv stolen 
nizahle cases amounted to Es. 95,463 as against Es. 86,030 in 1 906. The and recovered, 
value of property recovered in these cases amounted to Es. 86,709, giving a 
percentage of 38*46. The number of cases in which property was stolen was 

1,314 as compared with 1,293 in 1906 and the number' in which property 
was recovered was 685 as against 617 in 1906. 

62. The permanent strength of the Police force remained unchanged, 

viz., 704. The total expenditure amounted to Es. 1,13,442, of which Rs. 92,152 ° ' 

were debited to Imperial Eevenues and the balance of Es. 21,290 to Municipal 
and other bodies. The extra Police engaged during tbe scarcity of 1905-1906 
were discharged from 1st August 1906. 

63. Pifty officers and men were punished during the year as compared PnniEhment. 
with 46 in 1905. 

64. The general conduct of the force was reported to he satisfactory.

73. Thegeneralresultof the Police Eorce was reported to be satisfactory. 
The men did their work cheerfully and satisfactorily. . 

74 A perusal of Mr. Bramley’s report shows that the percentage of cases 
which remained undetected is large. , , This is no doubt due to .a large extent 
to the two districts being surrounded on all sides by * Native States. But

88. The total number of suits instituted (including miscellaneous cases) 

was 6,661 : of these, 3,207 were instituted in the Court of Small Causes. ' “ 

89. The total value of the suits instituted was Bs. 6,09,108 against 
Es. 4,23,36,7 in 1906. Suits of all kinds the value of which was less than Es. 60 
numbered 3,603. 

90. The total number of suits of all kinds (including miscellaneous cases) 

for disposal was 7,062. This includes the ponding list at the close of the year 
1906 (1,021) and 480 under review, revival and remand. Disposals by transfer 
numbered 4, and those without trial 1,195. The number of suits disposed of 
without contest was 3,728, of suits disposed of by arbitration 102, and of suits 
disposed of with contest 869. The pending file at the close of the year was ’ 

1,164 as compared with 1,021 in the preceding year, and, of these, 343 suits had 

been pending for more than three months. The average duration of contested ^ 

Civil Suits was 16 7 '7 days, and that of uncontested Civil Suits 61’6. 

91. On the Appellate Side there were 309 appeals from decrees and orders 
for disposal. The pending file at the close of the year was 229 appeals. The 
average duration of appeals was 227*8 days against 113’65 days in the preced- 
ing year. 

92. The number of applications for execution of decrees was 13,624 against 
13,130 in 1906. The number pending at the end of the year was 3,030. In 
four, cases only .were the, Judgment Debtors imprisoned. 

93. The vOommissioner, in his cold weather tour, inspected the Courts of 
the Cantonment Magistrate and Sub-Judge, 2nd class, Deoli, and of the Extra 
Assistant Commissioner III and Sub* Judge, 1st class, Kekri, and of the 
Honorary Munsiils of Bhinai and Sawar.

94. Tiro total number of all classes of documents presented for registration ^ 
during the year under report was 2,873 as against 2,172 in the previous year.

96. When compared with the preceding year’s figures, the area of the agri- 
cultural land transfeiTed-hy sale shows a decrease of 1,970 bigli-as (from 4,533 
bighas to 2,SG3 bighas), while there is a decrease of 2,1 JG bighas (from 9,S72 to 
7,426 bighas) in the area of agricultural land transferred by mortgage. The 
value of land transferred by sale and mortgage amounted to Es. 1,97,502 or

the fact that the year under report being more favourable than the previous 
year, there was less necessity for cultivators to part with their property. 

96. The total receipts and expenditure of the year amounted to Rs. 6,060 
and Rs. 1,968 as against Rs. 6,555 and Rs. 1,638, respectively, in 1906, showing 
a surplus of Rs. 4,092 as against Rs. 4,018 in the preceding year.

January 1907. His place was filled by the election of Sheikh Abdulla.

Paonasker having resigned his seat, Mr. 0. K. E. Sidgwiok, D.S.O., and Rao 
Sahib Munshi Harnam Has were appointed in their places. 

98. The Committee held 24 meetings, of which 6 were special and 19 ordi- 
nary. Tlie average attendance at each meeting was 3*53 and 16’28, respectively. 

99. The total receipts of the year amounted to Rs. 2,66,148 as against. 
Rs. 2,31,362 in 1905-1906, and the expenditure to Rs, 2,43,976 as-^ainst 
Rs. 2,13,723 ; hut, excluding refunds, amounting to Rs. 30,130 and Ks. 41,680, 
the figures for the two years compare as below : —

100. The year closed with a balance of Rs. 1,63,778. 

101. The increased income was chiefly due to the enhanced revenue derived 
from Octroi and sale-proceeds of lands and to the refund of unexpended balance 
by the Executive Engineer, Ajmer Provincial Division, when the work of 
repairs to Municipal roads was taken over from that oflflcer on the appointment 
of a qualified Overseer by the Committee. 

102. The gross aud net receipts from Octroi during the year 1906*1907 


are compared below udth those of 1906-1906 ; —

The above table shows a net increase of Rs, 10,464. It is due partly 
to the revision of Octroi Schedule and partly to the year under report being a 
favourable one for marriages. 

103. The income under the head “Sale-proceeds of lands” rose from 
Rs. 1,620 to Rs. 9,495, showing an increase of Bs. 7,976. This increase was due 
to the^ realisation of the balance of the purchase money of the eight plots of land 
opposite the old Rajputana-Malwa Railway Co-operative Stores in Kaisar Ganj 
during the year. The increase of Rs. 1,636 in the Conservancy fees was due 
to the realisation of arrears. The revenue derived from markets and slaughter- 
houses shows a decrease of Es. 2,106. It is attributed to the absence of keen 
competition for leasing markets and to the outhieak of rinderpest among the 
animals in the district, the number of cattle brought for slaughter being 
consequently less. 


104. The income under the head “ Sales — Miscellaneous ” fell from 
Rs, 36,751 to Rs. 29,359 ; the decrease of Es. 7,392 was mainly due to the fact 
smat owing to the insufficiency of water in the Eoy Sagar Lake the Railway 
dr^ their supply from the Budha Pushkar Lake for about three months. The 
iricrwa:;e of Rs 2,776 under the head “ Advances ” was due to large unexpended 
balances ^n connection with the repairs to Municipal suburban roads, which 
were urmer the supervision of the Executive Engineer, Ajmer Provincial 
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Divisioiij baring been returned by that officer when tbe 'work was taken over 
by tbe Municipality. 

106. Expenditure rose from Bs. 2,13,723 to Es. 2,43,977- Tbe chief 
increases were under “ Head oEce,” " Octroi establishment,” ” Police,” “ Water- 
supply,” ” Public Works establishment,” ” Roads,” “ Public instruction ” and 
” Advances.” 

106. The increase of Rs. 440 under tbe bead “Head office ” was due to the 
payment of a,rrears of the personal allowanee of Rs. 30 per mensem granted to 
Mr. McKenzie, the Municipal Secretary, from 1st July 1905. Tbe expenditure 
under the head “ Octroi establishment ” rose from Rs. 3,406 to Rs. 4,296. The 
increase of Rs. 890 was chiefly due to the establishment of six new Octroi out- 
posts at tbe outskirts of the Municipality from the 1st October 1906, to tbe 
grant of ahorse allowance of Rs. 2U per mensem to tbe Octroi Superintendent 
from the date tlie new outposts were opened, and also to the raising of the 
salaries of peons from Rs. 6 to Rs. 6 per mensem from the 1st July 1906. 

107. The '^increase of Rs. 609 under tbe head “ Police ” was due to the 
supply of chicks, repairs to outposts, and to arrears of pay having been drawn 
during the year. 

108. The expenditure under the bead “ Water-supply ” rose from Rs. 18,264 
to Rs. 36,656, showing an increase of Rs. 17,402. This increase was due to the 
strengthening of the Eoy Sagar Dam at a cost of Rs. 14,735 and to the pay- 
ment of Rs. 3,000 for preliminary surveys in connection with the scheme for 
the improvement of the water-supply. 

109. The decrease of Bs. 6,081 under the head “ Public gardens ” was 
obiofly due to the fact that in 1905-1906 the grounds round the Jubilee Clock 
Tower and beneath tbe Magazine wall, from its east gate to tbe General 
Hospital, were improved and planted. Ko such expenditure was incurred 
during the year under report. 

310. The expenditure under tbe head “Public Works cstablisbmont ” 
shows an increase of Rs. 667. It is due to the appointment of a qualified 
Overseer on a salary of Rs. 80 per mensem with a horse allowance of Rs. 20 per 
mensem and to the entertainment of a clerk onRs. 20 per mensem from the 
16th September 1906. 

111. The expenditure under the head “ Public Works — Roads ” amounted 
to Rs. 18,204 as against Rs. 16,342. Tbe increase of Rs. 2,862 was due to 
paving of streets in tbe city at a cost of Rs. 2,5S8 and also to the payment of 
compensation for land taken up for widening streets in the city. 

112. The increase of Rs. 2,841 under the head “ Public Instruction ” is 
chiefly due to laying out a play-ground in the compound of the Government 
College at a cost of Rs. 2,608 and to the extra grant-in-aid, amounting to 
Rs. 169, given to the Lower College and to repairs and whitewashing executed 
to the Lower College at a cost of Rs. 104. The percentage of expenditure . on 
education was 3’11 on the net income of the Municipality as against 2'2i in 
1906-3906. 

113. A sum of Rs. 6,101 was paid during tbe year towards the repayment 
of Government loans and Rs. 9,646 on account of interest. The balance of 
tbe loan - duo by tbe Mxmicipality to Government amounted to Rs, l,S9,7t8 at 
the end of tbo year. 

114. Pumping from Eoy Sagar bad to be resorted to throughout tbe year 
at a cost of Rs. 9,518. 

115. The water level of the Eoy Sagar was 2-48 feet above the sill of tbe 
sluice on tbo lOlb Juno 1906, and it rose to lO’lO feet on the 1-llh July 3906. 
It rose to its highest level, ttz., 15'72 feet, on the 16tb September 1900, after 
which the rains ceased and tbe level in tlie reservoir continued to fall, 

110. The incidence of taxation rose from Rs. 1-12-9 to Rs. 1-lu-l. 

117. The number of recorded births rose from 3,729 to 1,878 and of deaths 
from 3,329 to 3,7X6. Tbe birth and death into per millo was 26'43 and 53'73 
ns against 23’-il and 45'OS. 

118. Tbe increase in tbo deatb-ratc was mainly due to tbe 2 )rcvalenco of 
fever and iuorcased figures for bowel complaints. Eorty-.'-ix c;ises of plague (all 
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imported) -witli 28 deatlis were reported 'during tlie year as against 180 and 173 
during 1905-1906. 

119. The Civil Surgeon reports tTiat the number of deaths exceeded the 
births -during the year under report by 1,868. This record, which obtained in 
the rural area in the Ajmer district also, is somewhat remarkable, and is not 
re-assuring, were it not considerably discounted by tbe fact that the registration 
of births is still imperfect, whereas all deaths are known. 

120. The total number of children vaccinated during tbe year was 2,693 as 
against 3,629 in 1905-1906. The percentage of success among primary and 
re-vaccinations was 99'35 and 88*14, respectively. 

121. The objections and suggestions received to tbe revised Octroi Buies 
were considered by the Committee, and rules will shortly be submitted' for t;h6 
orders of the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner. Sanction was received during 
the year to the rules relating to Municipal encamping grounds. The rules 
regarding the control of the Dhan Mandi market were also confirmed.' 

122. Certain amendments in the rules relating to Jharokas have been 
approved by the Committee and submitted to the Hon’ble the Chief Commis- 
sioner with the object of increasing the available air space in the city streets. 

123. The Committee having engaged the services of a qualified Overseer, the 
suburban roads, which were for years under the supervision of the Executive 
Engineer, Ajmer Provincial Division, were taken over by the Municipality in 
September 1906. 

124. In paragraph 69 of his Report the Chairman of the Ajmer 

Municipal Committee writes : “ * * 

The question o£ abolishing the trenching grounds and adopting some other system and 
the connected question of impioving the -water-supply have for some time occupied the 
attention of the Committee. The complexity of the problem and the variety of opinions 
offered, have prevented any definite and final scheme from being formulated, hut it is hoped 
that this will soon be possible with the aid and advice of the Sanitary and Geological experts 
who, under orders of Government, recently visited Ajmer, Such large projects -will presumably 
entail heavy expenditure, to be met by borrowing, and it is hoped by the assistance of the 
Imperial Government. In tbe meantime since the financial condition of the Municipality is 
fairly assured, and a consideiable balance has been accumulated in the last few years, I 'think 
that various minor projects for improvents need not he delayed while the ilarger schemes are 
under consideration, and I should be glad to see several of these carried out at an early date, 
notably the amelioration of the Beawar, Srinagar, and Cutchery roads, and a better system of 
lighting both in the city and suburbs. An extension of the water mams on the Srinagar and 
Nasirabad roads and an increase in the number of public hydrants in the city are also needed. 
The demolition of the ruinous city wall and the insanitary hovels abutting on it between the 
Madar Gate and Ahata Mohalla, where a new road would be constructed, is a movement in the 
direction of a most necessary, if difficult, reform in the ventilation of the greatly overcrowded 
city. All these might well be carried out in the immediite future. Laiger projects are the 
deepening of the Ana Sagar Lake, the restoration of the Bisla Tank, and th^e aoquisition'of the 
surrounding land for a imblio park and play-grounds for the city schools. These will not, T 
hope, be lost sight of in the future.” 

126. The Chairman’s remarks and aspirations as noted above un'doubtedly 
deserve full consideration and sympathy and support. 

126. In the carrying through of the redlly large schemes for improVing sani- 
tation and water-supply the Committee can, I think, fairly look to the ImperiEJl 
Government for some financial assistance, and in respect to the water-supply, 
Eajpntana-Malwa Railway Workshops being deeply interested, the Railway 
should contribute its quota. 

127. Tiro lighting of the main thoroughfares leading to the railway station 
and of the streets in the suburbs and in the town itself is at present anything but 
creditable to a town which holds the position which Ajmer holds in the Raj- 
putana Province. It should he a model in this respect to other 'towns in 
Rajpntana. At present it is a model as to how the lighting of a town and 
suburbs should not he. The electric lighting ofithe main, roads lea'ding to the 
Railway Station can he effected at a small cost, audit has long been demanded? 
Eitson’s lamps should be provided in suitable localities in tbe town, and tbe 
lighting of the suburban roads should be effectively improved. 

128. The other matters mentioned by tbe -Chairman in respect to tbe 
improvement of roads, and removal of hovels, and building of suitable bouses and 
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sliopson the roam pads leading to the station should not be indefinitely postponed 
pending the prrying out of the large sanitary and irater-supply schemes.^ The 
financial position of the Ajmer Municipality is secure, and the Municipality is 
in truth comparatiyely wealthy, and it can well afford to take up conkderable 
loans, and at the same time to push forward the improvements which the 
Chairman has mentioned. 

129. The Municipal Committee have not yet completed the register of 
Nazul properties under their charge, 

130. Mr. 0. W. “Waddington, M;A., O.I.E., continued to hold the office of 
Chairman of the Municipal Committee throughout the year. 

131. With a view to place all the Mills and Cotton presses on an equal foot- Beawar Munioi* 
i ng the application of the Committee for the extension of the Municipal limits, so pahty. 

as to include the Edward Mill Company’s premises and adjoining land in the 
event of possible further extensions being made by them, was sanctioned and 
objections were invited by the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner. 

132. The constitution of the Committee remained unchanged, with the 
exception that owing to his transfer from Beawar the Reverend A, B. Low 
resigned his seat in Eebmary 1907. 

133. The revised Octroi Schedule was sanctioned and brought into force 
,£rom the 1st September 1906. 

134. The total income and expenditure of the year were Rs. 69,266 and 
Rs. 63,639 as against Rs, 61,016 and Rs. 62,479, respectively, in the previous 
year. 

135. The closing balance of the year was Rs. 32,447, exclusive of 
Rs. 10,000 invested in Government seourities. 

136. The increase of Rs. 8,260 in the income was due principally to Octroi, 
the gross receipts under which head amounted to Rs. 66,781 as against 
Rs. 68,310 in the previous year. This increase is attributed . to the import of 
sugar, ghi, other articles of food, drugs, spices and gums, tobacco, etc., in largo 
quantities owing to marriages and other feasts. There was also a very appre- 
ciable increase in the import of uncleaned cotton, the result of a good monsoon 
and a favourable market. 

137. The net receipts from Octroi, after deducting refunds, amounting t° 

Rs. 21.971, were Rs. 44,810 against Rs. 36,673 in the previous year. 

133. The incidence of taxation rose from Rs. 1-12-1 to Rs. 1-13-5 per head. 

139. The disbursements show an increase of Rs. 1,060 when compared with 
the previous year. The increase occurred chiefly under the following heads : — 

(i) Head office establishment on account of a3inual increments • of the 

Secretary and staff. 

(ii) Conservancy on account of the purchase of iron for latrines and 

urinals and the sanctioned increments of the staff. 

(iii) Gardens on account, of purchase of fodder, the construction of a 

tennis court and the purchase of benches and plants. 

(iv) Pair charges on account of the Toja fair having not been held in 

1906 on account of famine. 

140. It has been decided to replace all public masonry lafrinesand minals 
by movable iron ones, which are reported to be appreciated by the towns jicople. 

As regards private, privies, it is satisfactory to note that the Chairman reports 
that no opportunity is lost in getting them re-built and remodelled on sanitary 
plans. 

141. Endcr tbe bead water-supply Rs. 960 were expended on deepening and 
cleaning Municipal wells, and a sum of Rs. 103 was advanced to the Executive 
Engineer,. Ajmer Provincial Division, in connection with the proposed Be.awar 
Water-works scheme of wells below the Jalia and Makrora tanks which the 
Committco have taken into consideration with a view to provide a constant 
supply of good and wholesome water. It is hoped that the scheme may prove 
successful, and that a good deal may be done towards its aohievoments during 
the current year.

112. The number of births recorded fell from 977 to 886, while the number 
of deaths rose from 927 to 980. In Beawar town, as in the case of Ajmer, the 
deaths (980) during the year under report exceeded the births (883) by 91. 
The explanation is the same as that recorded for Ajmer. 

143. Plans and estimates for a Municipal Town OfiBce are in course of 
preparation. It is hoped that the construction of the building may be taken in 
hand during the current year. 

144. There was no change in the constitufion of the Committee, except 'that 
Hospital Assistant Jagan Nath Pershad succeeded Hospital Assistant Debi 
Pershad, who was transferred from Kekri. 

145. The net income, excluding opening balance, amounted to Rs. 9,277 
against Es. 8,831 in the previous year. 

116. The increase in income is principally due to increase of Octroi receipts, 
which shows an increase of Rs. 664. The causes of increase were the celebra- 
tion of a large number of marriage and funeral feasts and the consequent 
larger import of sugar and gur and the revision of the Octroi Schedule, which 
came into force with effect from the 1st August 1906. 

147. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 9,838 against Rs. 9,666 in the 
previous year. The main increase was under the heads of Conservancy and 
General Miscellaneous. 

148. The incidence of Octroi taxation calculated on the census figures of 
1901 was Rs. 1-1-8 per head as against Rs. 1-0-6 in 1906-1906. 

149. The numbers of births and deaths registered during the year were 202 
and 281 as against 203 and 264, respectively, during the year 190'6*1906.

— In consequence of insufficient supply of water in tanlcs and 
wollsowinff todeficientrainfallof 1906, the Eabi harvest for 1906-1906, the 
colleotions on account of which were made in 1906-1907, uas very poor. The 
Kharif harvest of 1906-1906 was good, except in 14 vHIages of the Gangwana 
Circle where the outturn was poor. In the Kekri Circle the outturn was 
estimated at 10 annas in the rupee, while in the Khalsa villages of the Ajmer 
Tehsil it was 13-6 annas in the rupee. 

161. The area sown for the Eabi of 1906-1906 was 16,653 acres, of which 
1 1 acres failed. The outturn was estimated at 196,979 maunds. The area 
under cultivation for the Kharif of 1906-1907 was 1,28,727 acres, of which 
13 022 acres failed. The' outturn was estimated at 6 ,69,306 maunds. 

162. The actual collections on account of these two harvests amounted to 
Es 2 08'459. The realizations of revenue suspended in previous years amounted 
to Es 33,614. The total collections during tlie year came to Rs. 2,42,073. A 
Bum of Es. 199 was remitted. The amount of revenue outstanding at the close 
of the year was Es. 86,982. 

16*3. A sum of Es. 13,608 was advanced under the Land Improvement Loans 
Act and Es. 76,619 under the Agriculturists Loans Act during the year under 
report The recovery under both Acts amounted to Es. 26,062, which includes 
Es 2 173 on account of interest. The amount outstanding under both Acts on 
the sist March 1907 was Es. 1,65,673. 

164 Merioara.—T^he Eabi harvest of 1906-1906 was very poor owing to 
deficiency of rainfall in 1906. The Kharif crop of 1906-1907 yielded a good 
outturn estimated at 14’6 annas in the rupee. 

165 The area sown for the Eabi of 1906-1906 was 13,225 acres, of which 
2 909 acres failed. The outturn was estimated at 74,936 maunds. In the 
irimrif harvest of 1906-1907, 63,329 acres of land were brought under cultiva- 
tion, of which 12,816 acres failed. The outturn was estimated at 2,21,722 

maunds.

161. Tlie returns of the Eajputana-MalTra Hallway for the calendar year 
1906 show an increase in the nuniher of passengers booked from stations in 
Ajmer-JJerwara from 849,336 to 901,825. 

162. The grain trade of the two most important local trade centres for the 
year under report and the previous year is given below : — 

Ajmer— Impoxis, in 1905, 16,495 tons, exports 382 tons; balance of imports 
16,113 tons. Imports in 1906, 17,602 tons, exports 581 tons, balance of imports 
17,021 tons. 

Hcnmar.— Imports in 1905, 15,491 tons, exports 2,122 tons ; balance of 
imports 13,369 tons. Imports in 1906, 22,672 tons, exports 4,839 : balance of 
imports 17,733. Imports of cotton at Beawar fell from 2,962 tons to 2,616 tons 
during the year under report. 

163. During the year B-s. 3,37,036 were spent through the Public Works 
Department on the construction and repair of buildings and communications. 
The total expenditure on works and repairs in Ajmer-Meiwara amounted to 
Es. 2,61,557 against Es. 1,31,935 in 1905-19b6. The most important- 
buildings, the construction of which was completed during the year, were the 
additional banacks for the Central Jail at Ajmer, the conversion of the 
tehsil buildings into a mnseum, and tbe additions to the Branch School at 
Ajmer. The only important buildings under constmction are the restoration 
of the Badshahi buildings at Ajmer and the expansion of the Mayo College 
main building. The expenditure on the latter during the year amounted to 
Es. 40,575. In a number of Police Suh-divisions, Police family quarters 
were built, and numerous other works and additions to existing buildings were 
completed during the year. 

164. The expenditure on “Oommunications ” amounted to Es. 63,799, of 
which Es. 62,732 were spent on the construction of the Maiiindale over-bridge to 
the railway crossing at Ajmer. No new road was constnicted during the year.. 

165. In view of tbe water-supply of Ajmer town being barely sufbcientfor 
the town and the Eailway work.shops and possibly quite insufficient in a year 
of anything like short rainfall, with the possibility that the Eailway workshops 
might be removed, the question of finding an auxiliary water-supply in the 
neighbourhood of Ajmer was taken in hand in December 1906. Mr. Treden- 
burgh of the Geological Department visited Ajmer in April 1907, and reported 
on the geological conditions of the country in the neighbourhood of Ajmer. 
Ho decided that the geological features are such as to permit no hope of arte- 
sian wells, and he agreed in the suggestion that water sliould be found in the 
Sarsuti and Sagarmati river beds, which lie a few miles distant to the north 
and south-west of the town. Since then Mr. Silk visited Ajmer in May 1907. 
He added certain suggestions in respect to the procedure to he adopted for the 
water survey of the Sarsuti and Sagarmati river-beds. Water has been found 
at Mapina in the Sagarmati and at Galti in the Sarsuti valley in promising 
quantities. It is hoped that it may be possible to complete a scheme for 
bringing water from Galti some 21 miles to the pumps at Budba Pusbkar. 
The Ajmer Municipality has advanced a sum of about Es. 67,000 for the 
immediate financing of this scheme. Ultimately tbe cost should be shared by 
Government, the scheme being undoubtedly one of Imperial interest. 

166. At tbe beginning of the year tbe total length of the roads with avenues 
(Imperial and District Funds) was 31 miles 6 furlongs. During the year 
under report one mile of the District Fund roads was planted vrith young 
trees, (hereby making a total length of 32 miles and 5 furlongs of avenue roads, 
both Imperial and District Funds. The number of trees planted to fill up tlie 
blanks amounted to 768. The number of nurseries maintained during the year 
was the same as in past year, viz., three. The total cost of planting and main- 
taining the trees on both Imperial and District Fund roads amounted to 
Es. 2,242 as against Es. 3,072 in the previous year. The expenditure on 
Imperial roads was Es. 1,230, and on District Fund roads Es. 1,012. The 
income derived by the sale of dry wood. Babul pods, etc., amounted to Es. 271. 
The progress in the extension of roadside trees was only one mile in Alerwara, 
and nothing in Ajmer, during the year under report. This is not satisfactory, 
and it was due, it would seem, to the stock of plants maintained, ready in tlie 
nurseries, being insufficient. This matter has been looked to.

176. Tiie Beawar and Todgarh tehsils were inspected by the Assistant Eecords and 
Commissioner, Merwara, and the Todgarh tehsil was inspected by the Com-®^^^* 
missioner during the year. Ihe results of the inspection were on the -n-hole 
satisfactory. 

177. The Patwari Instructor continued to do famine duty during (he earlier 
part of the year, and then his services were placed at the disposal of the Settle- 
ment Officer. There was consequently no Patwari class. All the unpassed 
Patwaris and Naib-Patwaris were employed in connection with the survey and 
settlement operations. 

178. Por the recovery of land and water revenue and Taccavi 205 writs. Processes. 

46 warrants of arrest and 34 warrants of attachment of movable property were 

issued in the Ajmer district. Twenty-five persons were imprisoned in default 
of payment. 

179. The revenue business statement shows (hat during the year 3,165 cases Eevonuo cases, 
were disposed of as against 3,692 in the preceding year in the Ajmer district 

and 10,120 cases as against 9,631 in the previous year in the Merwara district. 

180. Certain pieces of land measuring in all 107 bighas and 4J hiswas were Acquisi- 
taken up in the Ajmer district for roads, railway purposes and miscellaneous tion. ^ 
works. In the Merwara district a piece of land measuring 6 hiswas was taken 

up in connection with the construction of a road, lio compensation has yet 
been paid for any of these lands. 

181. No suits were instituted by or against Government during the year. Government

(2) Opium, excise and drugs. 

182. The gross receipts from Excise amounted to Rs. 1,70,750 against 

Bs. 1,54,364 in the previous year. The receip(s under the head “ Country Vide 
spirits ” amounted to Rs. 1,24,286, showing an increase of Rs. 60,266 over the Statements 
annual minimum guarantee of Bs. 7-1,000. When compared with the previous 
vear’s income, the .receipt from country spirits shows an increase of Bs. 19,598, 
which is attributed to the improvement in the condition of the labouring 
classes consequent on a good season and to more efficient supervision over the 
liquor shops. 

183. The total sales of country liquor were greater by 10,644 gallons as 
compared with the consumption of tlie previous year. The average selling 
price of country liquor was Bs. 0-l-2^2 per dram, or Bs. 3-11-8 per gallon. 

184 Buies regulating the grant of licenses to the fifteen Tazimi Istimrar- 
dars in the Ajmer district permitting private distillation were issued during 
the year. • 

185. In Ajmer-Morwara the district monopoly system has hitherto pre- 
vailed. Under the orders of the Government it is to ho replaced by the 
contract system in vogue in the Madras Presidency. Stops are being taken to 
introduce the new system with effect from the 1st April 190S.

187. Pacilities do not at present exist for private drinking in licensed 
liquor shops in Ajmer- Merwara, and no prohibitory rules in that respect appear 
therefore to be required at present. 

188. During the year 6371- chests of opium were brought to the scales at 
Ajmer. Of these, 632 chests were exported to the Punjab and 5^ chests to the 
North-West Frontier Province. No opium was brought to the Ajmer scales 
durmg the year for export to Bombay. The total amount of duty levied was 
Es. 1,78,500 against Bs. 1,23,040 in the previous year. The revenue from 
“ License fees ” for the right of retail vend of opium amounted to Rs. 18,748 
as against Bs. 16,256 in the preceding year. The increase was wholly in the 
Municipal area. The retail vend licenses granted in the rural areas numbered 
AO. The number of licenses issued for the cultivation of poppy was 2 in Ajmer 
and 1,213 in Merwara as against 3 and 2li, respectively, during 1905-1906.- 
The large increase in Merwara was due to good rains during the year. The 
area under poppy cultivation was 1,902 bighas, and the yield is estimated at 160. 
maunds and 3 seers. One maund 17 seers of opium being the produce of 
1905-1906, was' brought to the scales during the year under report, on 
which the excise duty levied amounted to Bs. 228. . The representations made 
by cultivators in the Merwara district in respect to the heaviness of the excise 
duty are under consideration. 

189. Buies to regulate the sale of Morphia were passed during the year, hut 
its consumption in these districts is very limited. 

190. The import duty on hemp drugs and the warehouse fees rose from 
Bs. 4,649 in 1906-1906 to Bs. 5,374 in 1906-1907. The increase is attributed 
to the enhancement of the rate of duty on import of Oharas'from Bs. 6 to Bs. 8 
per seer from the beginning of the year under report. ■ The contractors availed 
themselves of the opportunity by importing large quantities before' that date. 
The receipts from license fees rose from Rs. 10,860 to Bs. 11,160. The 
increase is attributed to competition among the bidders. 

191. The Excise Act, XII of 1896, which was amended' during the year, 

has enabled the Local Government to declare Cocaine as “intoxicating drug.” 
Rules have been framed restricting the import and sale of Cocaine to medical 
profession only. After the rules were put into- force, three persons were 
prosecuted for possession of the drug, of whom two were convicted and one 
discharged. i 

192. Diu’ing the year under report there were 29 prosecutions and 25 con- 

victions under the Excise Act, and 32 prosecutions a nd 30 convictions under 
the Opium Act. One person was prosecuted and convicted for illicit possession 
of Chandu.

209. Munshi Ahhas Ali Hhan, Itenerant Veterinary Assistant, continued 
to do good and useful work. 

210. The gross receipts amounted to Es. 8,399 as against Es. 6,209 in 
1905-1906, showing an increase of Es. 2,190. The increase is chiefly due to the 
recovery of arrears of subscriptions during the year and also to an increase of 
Es. 250 in the annual grant from the District Fund. 

211. The expenditure rose from Es. 6,758 in 1905-1906 to Es. 6,923. The 
excess is dne to increase in dieting charges and also to the grant of increment 
in the pay of establishment on the revised scale.

222. The number of public educational institutions increased from 66 to 


72. 

(rule apponded There were at the close of the year 163 educational institutions of all 

TaWes 1 to 7, Serial classes, of which 72 Were public and 91 priTate institutions. The total number 
Nos. 4G to 63.) scholars was 9,230 against 9,425 in the previous year. The decrease was 
chiefly in private institutions. The scholars at public institutions numbered 
6,601 and at private institutions 3,629. The percentage of the population 
of school-going age receiving instruction was 12'90. 

223. The average number on the rolls and the average daily attendance 
of institutions maintained by the department were 2,490 and 1,655, respec- 
tively, as against 3,646 and 2,496 in 1905-1906. The decrease was due to the 
effects of severe scarcity of the preceding year. 

The total expenditure on public instruction amounted to Es. 1,09,438. 
Imperial revenues provided Rs, 50,816, local cesses Rs, 6,510, Municipal funds 
Rs. 16,693, fees Rs. 17,796 and other sources Rs. 17,626. 


Collegiate education cost Rs. 31,228, and school education Es. 65,053' 
Rupees 1,462 were spent on schools for special instruction, and Rs. 12,637 on 
buildings.

E. E. Harris, Vice-Principal, was confirmed as Principal, and Babu 
Binodi Lai Mukerjee, M.A., continued to officiate as Vice- 
Principal of the College tiU the close of the year. 

Kanhaya Lai Verma, M.A., who officiated as Professor of Mathe- 
matics till the 16th January 1907, was 'transferred to the Daly 
College. 


Mr. Bhura Lai Hiran, M.A., 2nd Master, remained on leave up to the 
12fch September 1906, and then his services were transferred to 
the United Provinces. 


225. The number of students in the College classes at the end of the year 
was 66 and in the school 27-5 as against 80 and 223, respectively, in 1905-1906. 
The result of the Intermediate Examination was not so satisfactory as that of 
the previous year. Out of 36 candidates, only 14 passed. The result of the 
Entrance and School Pinal Examinations, however, was good, 28 candidates 
out of 35 having passed. Out of six candidates only one passed the B. A. 
Examination, Inthe middle class Anglo Vernacular Examination held at Ajmer 
in. April 1907, 83 passed out of 176 candidates. 

226. There are three boarding-houses attached to the College, in which 88 
students as in the preceding year were accommodated. The Principal of the 
College represents that there is a need for additional boarding-houses. 

Lower Golle'^e. 227. There were 551 boys on the rolls of the Lower College at the close of 
the year, ,Tlie average daily attendance was 426. The reorganisation of. 
the Lower College stall was sanctioned during the year, 

i-idoa Schools- 228. The number of aided schools rose from 6 to 7. These schools had on 
their rolls 1,468 pupils, and wore well reported on. 
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229. The numher of yillage schools rose from 49 to 50 as shown below : — Village Schools.

230. Prom the secondary schools 18 candidates appeared for the Vernacular 
Pinal Examination, of whom 11 passed. The teachers of the village schools are 
reported to have done their work satisfactorily. Of the 42 primary scnools, 14 
are classed as good, 20 fair and 8 as had. Of the 8 secondary schools, 6 are 
classed as good and 3 fair. The average daily attendance in the village schools 
fell from 2,185 in 1905-1906 to 2,053 in the year under report. The total 
expenditure on the village schools amounted to Ils.28,921, of which Rs. 12,726 
was provided from Imperial funds, Rs. 12,630 from Municipal and 
District funds, Rs. 1,698 from fees, Rs, 1,906 from Mission fund and Rs, 163 
from other sources. 

231. The usual annual Rajputana School Tournament was held in March Physical 
1907, at which 29 schools from Rajputana and Ajmer-Merwara were represented, training. 

The numher of competitors in the various sports was 408. 

232. A new play-ground has been added to the boarding-houses at the Gov- 
ernment College, Ajmer, and the Principal reports that the masters join more 
freely than before with students in school games. 
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SECTIOir VII. 

GENERAL MISOELLANEOUS, 

233. The annual fair at Pushkav was held between the 28th October and 
the 2nd November 1906. Precautionary measures were taken to guard against 
the introduction of plague by placing restriction on the issue of railway 
tickets to persons from infected areas. The same rules as were observed in 
previous years were adopted in regard to the sanitation of the Pushkar village 
and the medical inspection and supervision of the pilgrims. 

234. A horse show and cattle fair formed a prominent part of the pro- 
gramme of the fair as usual. There were about 24,000 pilgrims. This small 
attendance was due to the restrictions imposed on the sale of railway tickets 
from plague-infected areas. 

235. The Police arrangement was good, and no serious crime was reported 
during the fair. The sanitary arrangements were satisfactory, and there was 
no epidemic disease of any kind. 

236. Rinderpest was prevalent amongst cattle at the time. Oare was taken 
that no animal suffering from the disease should be allowed at the fair. It 
is satisfactory to note that, notwithstanding the small attendance, the number 
of horses and other animals brought to the fair was large. A good number 
of them uas sold, and fair prices obtained for them. 

237. The annual Ers Pair in connection with the Shrine of the Durgah 
Khwaja Sahib was held between the 21st and 27th August 1906. To guard 
against the outbreak of any epidemic disease precautionary measures similar to 
those adopted at the Pushkar Fair were taken : some 200,000 pilgrims are said 
to have attended the fair. No serious crime was reported, and the Police and 
other arrangements appear to have been in every way satisfactory. 

238. The Tejaji Eair at Beawar was held from the 28th to 30th August 
1906. About 8,000 people attended the fair, which is a purely local gathering. 
This number is small as compared to an ordinary year. The decrease was 
due to the failure of the harvests. 

239. The Teia.ji Fair at Kekri was held between the 27th to 29th August 
1906. The gathering was larger than the average. The fair was not held 
during the two previous years owing to plague and scarcity. 

ProEEos. 240. The number of Presses in Ajmer-Merwara remained the same as in 

( nVf Table No.i, the previous year, vis., 13. Seven newspapers and periodicals, all of them in 
f^cri.ii No. 63.) tjjQ vernacular, were issued from these Presses. 

241. One newspaper named “ Al-Moinia " and one periodical named 
“(S'af««-foc7iflZ; ” were discontinued during the year 1906. One new magazine 
named ** Itulian Standard ” was started from the Mission Press. 

242.. One book in English, two in Latin, and eleven in Indian languages 
were published during the year. 

Bhnmias. 243. The Bhumias of the Ajmer District were, as usual, received by the 

Assistant Commissioner, Ajmer, on the 26th June 1906, the birthday of His 
lilajesty tlm King Emperor. The total demand of Nazarana was Rs. 3,961, 
out of which a sum of Rs. 3,726 has been recovered, while the balance, 
Rs. 235, is in train of liquidation.

214. In the Ajmer district no treasure was found during the year 
190G-1907. 

245. In the Merwara district five siher and three copper coins were found 
by some workers on tbo Bhim-Todgarh famine relief work, and were sent to The 
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Honorary Numismatist Asiatic Society of Bengal for examination and report. 
On examination the silver coins were found to be Gadhia Paisa of the common 
type, while the copper ones were Indo-Sassanian. As these coins were not 
required for distribution to other cabinets, they have been retained for the 
Ajmer Museum. 

246. As the value of the coins was below Es. 30, and there was no claimant 
for them, no proceedings for their acquisition under the Treasure Trove Act 
(VI of 1878) were adopted.
